We witnessed, the 
test of this new 


invention near .the new depot yester- 
day, rode on the car and pronounce 
it 


a success 
on a straight line. 
The con- 


structor made a mistake in not making 
a curve on his experimental track, to 
show that it will turn a sharp curve. 
Everything 
else 
is all right. 
It is 


cheap and easily constructed. 
Vehi- 


cles can cross it much easier than they 
can cross 
a double 
track. 
It is of 


lighter draft and capable of bearing a 
heavy burden. 
But if it can be dem- 


onstrated 
that it will turn a 
sharp 


curve it is our opinion that the great- 
est advantage of the invention willbe 
for steam 
cars 
to run 
through our 


.mountainous 
country to the seaside 


valleys to bring the produce, the wood, 
the coal, etc., 
from regions 
where it 


would be impracticable 
to build even 


narrow-gauge railroad. 
This road can 


be run almost anywhere that a donkey 
can travel, and the grading would cost 
but little more than 
a foot-path. 
But 


it all depends upon 
Its ability to turu 


a curve. 
Of course 
the parties inter- 


ested will have that tested before they 
proceed 
to any considerable 
expense. 


The Ground and the Ordinance. 


Yesterday 
afternoon 
we 
visited 


San 
Fernando 
street 
and examined 


the ground over which 
the Maiu and 


Spring 
Street 
Railway are asking of 


the Council permission 
to lay down a 


track over which to run their cars. 
The company 
ask to cross 
the rail? 


road track aud run their road through 
the centre, or nearly the centre, of the 
street to within about 
100 feet of the 


West end of the depot building, which 
is objected to by citizens using that 
street as a means 
of coming into and 


going out of the city. 
The ordinance 


which 
the Council 
is asked to pass 


give the street railway company 
the 


right to extend 
their track to a point 


opposite the depot building, where the 
unoccupied portion of the street is so 
narrow that if a street railroad track 
were laid in it it would be almost im- 
possible for teams to pass on either side 
at times when the track was occupied 
by the cars. 
To this the people resid- 


ing in the Eastern part of the cityvery 
properly 
object. 
Something has been 


said about there 
being no substantial 


difference 
between the original ordi- 


nance and the modification 
as it now 


stands. 
We find on examination that 


there really 
was no material 
differ- 


ence. 
In the original document these 


words, written in ink, are enclosed 
in 


lead pencil brackets: 
"Thence along 


said street to a point opposite the new 
depot of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company." 
On the 
margin 
of the 


sheet is written in pencil these words: 
"Thence along 
the East 
side of San 


Fernando street to a point opposite 
to 


and half way between the two switch- 
ed lines of the S. P. R. R. Co." 
We 


do not say that any one contemplated 
doiug it, but the ease with which the 
brackets 
and side note might 
have 


been 
erased, 
suggested 
the thought 


expressed 
the other day that the mod- 


ified ordinance would prove to be about 
the same as the original. 


That "Conclusive 
Statement." 


In Tuesday's 
Express 
appears 
a 


communication 
signed by "ACitizen," 


which we presume 
means 
the Presi- 


dent of the Main and Spring 
Street 


Railway Company giving the so-called 
other side of the question, involved iv 
the ordinance now before 
the Council 


granting 
to the street railway com- 


pany the right to lay a track across 
the Southern Pacifio road, and by oc- 
cupying the 
space 
opposite 
the new 


depot, so obstruct as to nearly destroy a 
much 
traveled 
thoroughfare. 
The 


only statement 
made in that commu- 


nication, which really 
needs 
answer- 


ing" is that the space 
in question is 


seventy-five feet in width, in place of 
nine feet, as stated 
in the Herald, 


and this statement 
is given the sem- 


blance 
of truth 
by an 
ingenious, 


though we shall show unsuccessful, 
effort to dodge the real question. 
"A 


Citizen" finds 
his seventy-five feet 


some distance West of the depot, and 
we find our nine feet opposite 
the de- 


pot, where the ordinance provides and 
where the street railway company 
un- 


doubtedly wish to lay their track and 
run their cars. 
This is the sum total 


of the 
issue: 
"A Citizen" measures 


the space 
at a point 
some 
distance 


West of the depot over which the cars 
will pass, and we measure it opposite 
the depot, where the cars willstand. 
We oppose 
the proposition on a prin- 


ciple expressed 
by "ACitizen:" 
"No 


class ofmen should be allowed, through 
selfish motives, to block up the wheels 
of progress 
and public improvement 


in a rapidly growing city like ours." 
The insinuation of "A Citizen " that 
the Express 
is doing 
an injury to 


itself by opposing 
the passage 
of the 


ordinance is, we 
suppose, 
intended to 


apply also to the Herald. 
We ap- 


preciate 
the manifestation 
of solici- 


tude, 
but in advocating 
the public 


welfare the Herald 
is 
not in the 


habit of stopping to consider 
the ef- 


fect its policy will have upon its sub- 
scription 
list. 
The 
Herald 
had 


rather 
be right 
than 
own a whole 


street railroad and be wrong. 
We beg 


to assure 
the Express 
correspondent 


that in opposing 
this 
ordinance 
we 


are not evincing our contempt 
for the 


Council, and the intimation that such 
was our purpose 
falls to the ground 


when 
it 
is 
known 
that 
Coun- 


cilman 
Huber, 
the 
bitterest 
ene- 


my 
the 
Herald 
has 
in 
the 


Council and Who never misses an op- 
portunity to rain vituperative invec- 
tive upon it, fought the passage 
of the 


ordinance as then 
before the Council, 


apparently on its injustice and general 
informality. 
And finally, If there is 


nothing but good contained in the or- 
dinance, 
why the indecent 
haste 
to 


secure its passage? 
Good 
things will 


keep, and if there 
Is no spring 
gun 


concealed 
beneath 
the specious word- 


ing of the document, 
why not wait 


until the facts are brought out and the 
subject discussed pro 
and con. 
There 


is no reason for haste, as the railroad 
depot is not yet finished and the thou- 
sands of men and 
women will not he 


subjected to the dust and danger which 
"ACitizen" so much 
dreads for some 


time. 
Let us start fair and continue 


ou that line if we do not make quite so 
much money. 


Fruit Growing. 


We can heartily 
commend 
the ef- 


forts of our citizens in this branch of 
industry, buWthere is not ac much do- 
ing as there ought 
to be in this line. 


Our climate and soil is all that could 
be asked 
to make 
this the best fruit 


growing 
country 
on the continent. 


Indeed, itshould be the chief business 
of Southern California. It is true that 
until the last year or two the want of 
a market for fruit disheartened 
many 


persons, 
who turned their attention to 


cereals and other produce, 
but tnis is 


no longer the case. 
Since the fruit 


dryers 
were 
invented, 
the. world has 


become our market, and if.every acre 
in Los 
Angeles 
county 
were in or- 


chard and every 
tree in full bearing, 


and 
every 
pound 
of fruit properly 


dried and put on the market, itwould 
not meet 
the demand. 
There 
are a 


hundred tinies more 
demand 
for the 


fruits dried 
in these machines 
than 


the supply 
we now have, 
and it is 


rapidly 
increasing. 
All the 
navies 


and armies of the world want 
them. 


They are easy put up; willkeep any 
length of time, and there is never any 
danger of the'worm or bug that is so 
disastrous 
to sun-dried fruit. 
Besides, 


the fruit dried on these machines are 
quite as good as fresh fruit when they 
are soaked in water a few minutes 
be- 


fore being used. 
For this reason 
alone 


ships 
on long voyages 
want 
them. 


With plenty of this fruit on a voyage 
there is not the least danger of scurvy 
?a disease 
which gives the greatest 


trouble in the navy. Besides the fruit, 
all kinds of vegetables which grow in 
the gardens can be desiccated 
and kept 


any length of time 
and made as good 


as the day there were gathered from 
the garden 
by putting them in cold 


water for thirty minutes 
before cook- 


ing. 
Now with these facts before us 


and with the advantages 
we have of 


raising vegetables and fruits the year 
round, 
what hinders thiscounty or all 


the 
counties 
in Southern 
California 


from 
becoming 
the 'garden -spot of 


America. 
It is demonstrated 
that all 


our brushy foot-hills will grow vege- 
tables 
and 
orchards 
without water, 


and every five acres of valley land will 
support a family if planted in vegeta- 
bles and trees and watered by a wind- 
mill. 
We can 
hardly 
estimate 
the 


amount that can be raised on even one 
acre of land if it is kept 
constantly 


growing 
one crop after another ?to- 


matoes, 
carrots, 
turnips, 
parsnips, 


peas, beans, 
potatoes, 
cabbage, 
beafs, 


ocre, etc., will grow the year round. 
And all these 
can be raised 
between 


the fruit trees 
without any detriment 


to the orchard. 
It is a conceded fact 


that we have 
the best climate in the 


United States for grape culture. 
The 


best raisin grapes on earth grow on a 
huge 
scale 
in 
California, 
and 
for 


peaches, 
apples 
and pears there is no 


better climate. 
But our people have 


not taken tbe pains they should to pro- 
cure 
the best quality of these fruits. 


Our object in urging this matter upon 
the attention 
of the farmers 
is to in- 


duce them to go into this industry in 
good 
earnest 
and 
procure 
the best 


fruits to be had. 
If they will do this, 


and either sell their fruits and vegeta- 
bles to a drying factory or procure a 
familyfruit dryer, it will be worth a 
dozen bonanzas 
to this county. 
It is 


really foolish to spend time and money 
in grain and hay crops in a country 
like this. 
Of course they can make a 
living at it; but let people 
do this in 


countries where nothing better can be 
done, 
and let our people 
accept 
the 


better 
thing which 
nature 
has 
pre- 


pared for them. 


Horrible Crime In a Belfry.

4 o'clock

enue 
and West Clinton 
street, 
were 


startled by*loud and piercing screams, 
which proceeded 
from the belfry of

locked they forced itand discovered in 
the belfry a girl of three or four years
